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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Contrary to applicant's argument that the 
combination of 5,887,670 and 5,846,1 55 fail to disclose a powertrain with a traction motor that achieves reverse drive by isolating the 
motor from the power delivery path between the engine and the generator," it is noted that applicant's claim defines a motor that is 
isolated from the second element during reverse drive. It would appear that applicant's arguments are more specific than that which is 
claimed. In response to what is actually claimed by applicant, the combination (in particular Tabata et al. '670) teaches rotating the rotor 
shaft in the reverse direction (reverse drive) when the motor/generator is held in the NON-LOAD state (see column 22, lines 9-15). Tabata 
et al. also teaches that both clutches (16, 20) are engaged (turned ON), and the engine is turned ON, while the motor/generator is placed 
in the charging state to charge the electric energy storage device (battery76). In response to applicant's remark that the combination fails 
to teach a separate motor and generator, the combined motor/generator taught by Tabata et al. functions as an electric motor operated 
with an electric energy, and an electric generator. 
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
